Last December, for 
instance, there were 3.5 million per- 
sons listed as unemployed. But, the 
study showed, slightly more than 50 
per cent of these people had not lost 
their jobs in the usual sense. About 
one in eight had left previous em- 
ployment voluntarily; one in six had 
never worked before; and more 
than one in five was in the process 
of re-entering the labor force after 
a period in which he had neither 
worked nor sought work. 

Another survey taken by the 
Department of Labor in June of 
last year showed even more startling 
results. Of 4.7 million unemployed 
Americans at that time, 52 per cent 
were new labor force entrants and 
hore than half of these had no prior 
work experience at all. The differ- 
ence from the December report, of 
course, was attributable to the fact

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How Do Parties Stand 
On Two Major Issues? 


By DOUGLAS FISHER

Early in the campaign I discussed two 
major issues facing the people: “. the 


first of the great issues is the relationship be-’ 


tween those of us who speak English and will 
continue to speak English 
and those who speak 
French and will continue 
to speak French. 

“The second issue is the 
survival of a viable Cana- 
dian state on the northern 
half of the continent. Tie 
two issues are inseparably 
linked. 

“Voters should be meas- 
uring their political parties 
against the stern demands 
of these issues."’ 

Let us measure the performance so far 
of the three contending parties against the 
standards I laid out on these issues. 

Liberal spokesmen who wished to discuss 
the vital issues began the campaign under the 
handicap or restraint of the Liberal campaign 
primer which cautioned party spokesmen. to 
stay away from important, fundamental mat- 
ters, 

Has the prime minister been bound by this 
strategy? 

On English-French relations where one 
would expect him to have much to say, even 
if only as an obligation of his office, he has 
been content with very general and essentially 
empty and ritualistic comments about “the 
two founding races” and “national umity.” 

If we concede that many details on the 
two issues must wait upon the studies of the 
Bicultural Commission and the Royal Commis- 
sion on Taxation, there is still a large area 
in which, Mr. Pearson could spell out his ideas 
about the future of Canada.

T. C. Douglas has put the NDP position 
on bilingualism, biculturalism and federal-.

his own constituency and the other time in 
Beauce County, Quebec. He gave the same 
version in both places. It is a special accom- 
modation for Quebec along with a defence of 
the rights of Canadians in other provinces to - 
use the federal power for certain common pur- 
poses and the need for the whole country to 
have a single fiscal and monetary policy. 

On the second issue—the survival of a 
viable Canadian state—rather confusing noises 
are coming from the Liberals. The prime min- 
ister took pains in one telecast to deny that 
his party took a “continental view” of Cana- 
dian problems, and to say that he believed in 
a strong central government. 

In another, he was ready to deal away 
our water resources somewhat along the pat- 
tern that he set with Columbia River water 
and power. At Westlock, Alta., he seemed 
to be saying that he would settle for a mixture 
of varying provincial medicare plans instead 
of a national medicare with a parallel plan in 
Quebec. 

This may not be the soundest indication 
of a Liberal position on a stronger or weaker 
control of the economy from Ottawa but it fits 
the decentralization views of the Quebec cabi- 
net ministers.

If Senator McCutcheon, still of Bay Street, 
and Alvin Hamilton of Qu’Appelle, Sask., could 
be combined into one politican there would be 
the makings of a good Conservative policy. 

The economic common sense that the sen- 
ator has put forward in his campaign speeches 
and the concern with a national purpose and 
readiness to experiment in economic planning 
by the former minister of agriculture, if mold- 
ed together, give one a reasonable facsimile 
of NDP policy. 

Mr. Diefenbaker has not ventured into 
this field at any time in any depth in this * 
campaign, perhaps because he remembers the 
anti-American bias charged against him in ’63, 

Mr. Douglas has dealt with bits and pieces 
of this issue. At least, only bits and pieces 
have come through on television and the press. 
His position has been clear on specific matters 
like the export of water, the auto deal, and 
regional economic planning. 

On the other extreme, his statements on 
the need for a national purpose for Canadians 
and his articulation of the developing concern 
about the absence of leadership has been good, 
if very general, 

What has not yet come through is a com- 
pelling statement on the over-all problem of 
American seduction, of the specific, immediate 
incidents of surrender, and of the alternatives 
of Canadian decision-making, planning, and 
goals which his party seeks to offer. 

In this, the expectancy of the interested 
citizen should be higher since the New Demo- 
erats are avowedly the party which spells 
things out. 


Books for Shut-Ins Service 
Proves Phenomenal Success

As the days darken and winter weather 
sets in, a project inaugurated by the field de- 
partment of Victoria Public Library a little 
over a year ago is becoming increasingly busy. 

It's a service for shut- ; ; 

fins, in private homes, pri- 
vate hospitals, rest homes 
and nursing homes. 
The project was started 
“almost by accident,’’ Miss 
Dora Payne, head of the de- 
partment, says. 

“We had been discussing 
the idea with Mr. Lort, our 
librarian, for quite some 
time. There seemed little 
hope that we could service

it immediately. Then, the Downtown Kiwanis 
Club of Victoria decided to give us a special 


van. With this incentive, we went ahead and 
organized what is now proving to be one of the 
most rewarding branches of our service.” 

At present the van takes books to more 
than 212 shut-ins. The eldest is 99 years of 
age and the youngest is only seven. 

Books are assembled from lists provided 
by the people themselves or their attendants. 
They are packed in heavy paper bags with 
strong handles and labelled with the readers’ 
names. 

* * * 


The van is manned by Mrs. Derek Denny, 
an attractive young woman with fair hair, 
blue eyes and a friendly smile. Her qualifica- 
tions includes nurses’ training and, perhaps 
what is even more necessary, a lively sense 
pf humor, 

Pearl Denny visits every shut-in on her 
list once every four weeks. If books are re- 
quired ‘between visits she prepares the lists and 
sends them out by page boys on bicycles. 

Books must be carefully chosen for weight 
and for clean, clear type. Some shut-ins can- 
not use their arms. The books are placed on 
stands in front of them and, in one case at 
least, pages are turned with a pencil eraser 
attached to the head with rubber bands. 

Choice of reading, among the grown-ups, 


covers the field from mysteries to ghost stories 
to archaeology and philosophy. Some take 
books printed in French and German. 

One person, confined to a wheelchair, has 
been perusing a book titled ‘‘Tour of the 
World.” 

Children get most excited over visits from 
the “book lady.” Many cannot talk. Some 
are deaf. Others aave cerebral palsy. All 
make it obvious in one way or another that the 
books are welcome. 

In the group of 212 shut-ins serviced are~ 
20 paraplegics, young and in wheelchairs. 

Mrs. Denny’s main role in all this is to 
turn a delivery service into a meaningful read- 
ing experience. She motivates the bored and 
listless ta pick up a book and sows new inter- 
ests ‘in the more fertile minds. 

* * * 


“Some who would listlessly accept a book, 
in the beginning, and hardly look at it between 
visits, are now eagerly reading five or six 
books in a short time,” she,.tells -you. 

There are shut-ins, too, Who never really 
read the books. They simply like to have them 
‘at their bedsides to touch and to finger and, 
what is even more necessary to them, to know 
they are a link with a regular visitor. 

In many instances, Pearl Denny is the only 
visitor these people have. 

On her rounds she consumes endless cups 
of tea and eats hundreds of cookies. It’s a 
way of holding her for an extra couple of 
minutes. 

The service is free. It is available to all 
ages and to any Victoria area shut-in. All that 
is needed is to phone or get in touch with the 
field department of the Public Library and 
Pearl Denny will do the rest. 

This type of library work is not meant to 
be philanthropic or sentimental in purpose. 
It is planned to assist shut-ins to learn to ac- 
cept themselves and find unique, satisfying 
places in life. 

It is having such phenomenal success, Miss 
Payne and Mrs. Denny are now receiving in- 
quiries from other centres in Canada asking 
details of the setup.

WASHINGTON—Before the advent of Laurel's Washington, 
D.C., International in 1952, the gathering of foreign stars in this 
country was hampered by the time required to send horses. 
Sometimes halfway around the world, aboard ships. 

Transportation not only was‘slow but, in most cases, the 
thoroughbreds had to get rid of their sea legs and often were 
off their training and/or off their feed when they arrived. 

The fact that horses could be flown to the scene was one 
of the reasons John D. Schapiro, Laurel's president, saw a 
future in international racing. Instead of more than a week 
on the high seas, distant flights required 12 hours or less and 
horses retained their form. 

An early example came in 1955. 

A week before the Laurel race, Venezuela's Prendase and 
¥E1 Chama ran 1-2 in the Simon Bolivar Classico at Caracas. 
Prendase’s owner promptly accepted an invitation, but the 
owner of El] Chama thought so much of his horse that he asked 
and received permission to compete at his own expense. 

The two South Americans arrived on the same plane three 
days before the big race in which they battled head-and-head 
through the stretch, with El Chama winning in the final strides. 

Without air transportation, it's doubtful that Russian horses 
could have been lured to Laurel, although they are sometirfes 
shipped by boxcar to the point of takeoff. 


Air Jaunt Easier Than Trip In Van 


Last year for the first time an International horse travelled 
by jet. The honor went to Russia’s Aniline, the colt who was 
scheduled to be on hand again on Nov. 11, but will now remain 
in Russia, 

This year several entries will make propless flights, cut- 
ting in half the time usually consumed en route. 

The delivery of the horses et Laurel and the return to their 
homelands is in the charge of John J. McCabe, who operates 
an equine flight service with headquarters in New York, Mc- 
Cabe’s cargo has to be some of the most valuable ever aloft— 
thousands of horses worth millions of dollars. 

He has never lost a horse. In fact, it is generally accepted 
that flying is easier on thoroughbreds than van or railroad 
transportation, once the plane is airborne—and jets add to the 
comfort. ee: = 


Laurel Prefers Them Slim and Trim 


Several years ago, a British group was asked how its horse 
fared in the air and reported the thoroughbred took the flying 
more in stride than the van trip from the airport to the race- 
trac':. 

Many horses are as much at home in the air as on the 
ground, Round Table was an example. MeCabe estimates 
the millionaire travelled more than 25,000 air miles during his 
racing career, 

Horses now get on and off planes now with the ease of a 
bus passenger. However, it wasn’t always so, Boarding and 
unloading facilities were lacking in the old days. 

Horse: flying got off to a sluggish start when owners and 
frainers were discouraged by an unfortunate accident. In 1548, 
a pioneer company was flying the 250,000-dollar stallion Djelal 
from France to Kentucky. 

The cargo also included some howling dogs which so upset 
the horse that he fell and broke a leg. Modern safety equip- 
ment precludes such accidents; then, too, it’s doubtful horses 
and dogs now are on the same flight. 

If an owner wants to ship a’ horse, he doesn’t simply buy a 
ticket. The animal gets a cargo classification. 

The cost is rated by so much a pound for the horse, tack 
feed, water, etc. The present price is $1.05 a pound from Eng- 
land and $1.10 from France.

In a proposed budget which 
covers incorporation and costs 
of the first fiseal year, the com-| 
mittee shows a $30,000 surplus} 
on a total revenue of $125,200. 

Revenue for the town would 
come from four main sources: 
general taxation, $48,000; the 
provincial per capita grant, $74,- 
rs 5 800; business licences for the 
oad town's 36 businesses, $900, and 
a revenue from utilities would 
amount to $1,500, 

MAIN EXPENSES 

Major estimated expenses in- 
clude: municipal staff, $18,850; 
i public works, $30,000; welfare, 
$14,000; weekly garbage service, 
$12,000, and Victoria Public Li- 
brary service, $7,600. 

There was some question as 
to whether residents of the View 
Royal panhandle would be in- 
cluded if the town were: incor- 
porated.

New Star Emerges for GOP’ 
With Victory in New York | 


NEW YORK (AP) — John V. 
Lindsay was elected this city’s 
first Republican mayor in 20 
years early today. 

The Liberal ‘congressman’s 
136,000-vote victory over Demo- 
erat Abraham D. Beame 
marked him as a man to be 
reckoned with in national pol- 
itics. 

Beame, 59, city comptroller 
under retiring three - term 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner, had 
been endorsed by President 
Johnson, Vice-President Hubert 
Humphrey and Senator Robert 
F. Kennedy. 

Lindsay, 43, won despite a 
T-to-2 Democratic enrolment, 
anda challenge by William F. 
Buckley Jr., a Goldwater Re- 
publican who ran on the Con- 
servative party ticket. Lindsay 
had the endorsement of the 
Liberal party. 

Buckley, 39, ridiculed Lindsay 
for his refusal to back Barry 
Goldwater for president last 
year. 

Returns from all 5,098 voting 
districts gave Lindsay 1,166,915, 
Beame 1,030,771, and Buckley 
339,127. 

Buckley is a Catholic, Beame 
Jewish and Lindsay Anglican. 

Buckley drained votes from 
Beame, but his biggest gains 
eame in sections of Queens 
which Lindsay won, as pre- 
dicted in pre-election polls. 

Beame’s margin of victory in 
Brooklyn, the Bronx and Har- 
lem section of Manhattan were 
substantial, but mowhere near 
as overpowering as Democrats 
normally are in those areas. 

Lindsay won by staging a 
three-party ‘fusion’? campaign 
in the manner of the ‘late Fior- 
ello La Guardia, the last Re- 
publican mayor, who left office 
in 1945 after three terms.

But Lindsay was unable to 
earry in his running mates— 
Liberal Party Chairman Tim- 
othy Costello and Democrat 
Milton Mollen, housing aide un- 
der Wagner. 

They were defeated by 
Beame’s Dem c team, 
Queens District Att 
O'Connor, who won the city 
council presidency, and Mario 
Procaceino, city comptroller. 

Beame was bidding to be- 
come the first Jewish mayor in 
a city of 8,000,000 that is nearly 
one-fourth’ Jewish.
